SUPREME COURT 


Will Now Take Up South Carolina's Dis- 


pensary Law. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., May 18.—The dis- 


pensary law is now on its way to the 
United States supreme court. A few 
days ago Constable Beach disobeyed 
United States Judge Sirnonton's order ot 
injunction in the case, he having held 
that no one could interfere with liquor 
shipped into the state—that the law was 
unconstitutional insofar as it interfered 
with interstate coinmeree. Beach wfis 
arrested and put in jail for contempt. 
Attorney General Barber has left for 
Washington to make application before 
the United States supreme court for a 
writ of habeas corpus. The state ex- 
pects by this method to get the entire 
case heard by the United States bupreme 
court in the nest 20 days. 


CHINESE 
ADMIRALTY.

LONDON, May 18.—Tho Brussels corre- 


spondent of The Standard telegraphs 
that by command of the emperor the

and a deficit of over $5,000,000. There 
is no prospect that the department will 
be reinstated or that China will buy any 
more warships abroad.

TAMPERING WITH MAILBAG LOCKS. 


A Telltale Mechanism Which Mmkes Sue- 


cc-tsful ThefU Almost Impossible. 


Tho locks on tho mail pouches are so 


constructed that it is impossible to opea 
oiio without its betraying the secret. Tlirru 
is a little dm! ou the lock, and every thue 
the lock is opened the figures on the dial 
tuove up one. Suppose, for instance, that 
the register shows 1.147 nt the point of de- 
pjvrturo, ami that when the pouch is deliv- 
ered at the point of dcstiimtiou the loot is 
opened, the register will then show 1,143. 
This increase of one is made, for each trip 
of the ppuuh, anil eventually the number 
reached is y,999, which in an average bag 
requires 83 years to reach. The bag is then 
taken apart, and tho numbers are reset. 


These locks were first introduced in 1SS1, 


and a mail clerk made a bold attempt to 
rob a bag in transit, soon after their intro- 
duction. He rook a small turning latho in 
the mail car with him to aid in the scheme. 
After unlocking the bag he rifled the con- 
tents and connected up tho latho to the 
lock. His idea was to twist the numbers 
tiround until they were the same aa hofoi« 
the lock was touched. He set the lathe 
humming and soon reeled off the numbers 
up to 9,099, when to las consternation the 
register remaiucd at that figure and re- 
fused to movo any more. The lock must be 
taken apart before it will start Xo. 1 
again, but he did not know this. The 
trick was, of course, discovered and the 
guilt}' clerk punished. Since then the 
locks have never been tampered with — 
New York World.

was known that Mars hud a satellite, 
when the theory that it had oue would 
have been met with ridiciile, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact number of satel- 
lites that Mars possessed, tnld their loca- 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar- 
ity in the relation of tho speed to the 
central orb, a peculiarity b;u?ed upon no 
principles with which astronomers ore 
familiar. A careful study of tho state- 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability will almost inevitably lend us to 
the conclusion that certain imaginative 
minds have, tho ^ift of prophecy, or. at 
all events, there may bo flashes of divi- 
nation possibly unsuspected by the writ- 
ers themselves.
